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Buying Books on Vocational Guidance 
Prepared by Rosert Hoppock, Assistant to the Director, National, Occupational Conference 


ELECTING books in the field of vocational guidance is a difficult task, 
S particularly for the librariai: who cannot hope to be a specialist in every 
field of reading. There is much material from which to choose, but 
unfortunately a large part of it is inaccurate, incomplete, or biased. There 
are also so many kinds of material that it is very easy for a single library 
to become overstocked with one kind while having none of another, and 
therefore to get sadly out of balance. 

The principal classes of material are these: (1) lists of occupations; (2) 
descriptions of opportunities in different occupations, (a) for the general 
reader, (b) for high school classes; (3) discussions of how to choose an 
occupation ; (4) suggestions about how to get a job; (5) discussions of how 
to go into business for oneself; (6) textbooks for the training of vocational 
guidance workers; (7) reports of research in occupational adjustment. 

Descriptions of occupational opportunities are available in all degrees of 
excellence. Some are well intentioned but inaccurate, many are superficial, 
a few are biased by the selfish interests of the authors. Popular books, in 
which one author attempts to describe a wide range of occupations, are likely 
to be superficial. Unfortunately, a large number of the textbooks written for 
high school use are no better. Symposia, in which several successful people 
describe their own occupations, have the appearance of authority but are 
frequently cluttered with indiscriminating generalities. When each of fifty 
successful men writes, “To succeed in this occupation one must be honest, 
industrious, reliable, intelligent and tactful,” such statements do not help 
the perplexed individual to decide which of the occupations he should follow. 
Bulletins issued by professional associations likewise give the impression of 
first-hand authority and unquestionable accuracy. Often they do contain 
better descriptions of the work involved than can be secured from any other 
source. They are, however, often inaccurate in their statements of the rela- 
tive supply and demand for workers. A recent investigation disclosed that 
practically every professional association which has ever studied its own 
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occupation reported the field to be greatly over-crowded. Recruiting bulle- 
tins, issued by corporations for the purpose of enlisting prospective em- 
ployees, are probably the least desirable of all available material. Occasion- 
ally such a bulletin is written with commendable restraint and accuracy. More 
frequently the publication resembles high-pressure advertising in its romantic 
appeal and in its complete omission of any unpleasant facts. Most of the 
textbooks for the training of guidance workers are mere recitals of what 
someone thinks should be done, or accounts of what has been undertaken in 
organized guidance, with little critical evaluation. Even the research in the 
field has been largely confined to assembling descriptions of guidance pro- 
grams. 

If one concludes from the above recital that most of the literature in the 
field of vocational guidance is generally unsatisfactory and leaves much to 
be desired, he will not be far from the truth. Perhaps, however, this is inevi- 
table in the pioneer efforts to explore a new field. Perhaps “‘it is better to do 
something imperfectly than to do nothing abundantly.” Certainly one who 
wishes to know what is going on in the vocational guidance movement can 
find adequate descriptions ; and the individual who wishes help in the choice 
of an occupation can find plenty of material written for his use, some of 
which may be helpful. With the present popular interest in occupational 
problems, with so many people facing the necessity of readjusting their plans 
and choosing new occupations, no library can ignore vocational guidance. 
Just what to put on the shelves is a question which no two people would 
answer the same way. The author lists his own views for whatever they 
may be worth.

Seventy Good Ten-Cent Books’ 


*

At all times, when so many books are needed for little children, and at this time particularly, 
the ten-cent books, if carefully selected, become a valuable asset to a library. Such selected 
titles offer a fairly wide range in subject appeal and are for the most part very attractive. 
The following list was compiled as a school project and was the result of a real need in 
Louisiana for a suggestive buying list of ten-cent books which could be used by the State 
Library Commission, State School Library Supervisor, teachers and students, and for P. T. A. 
and other group meetings. It is printed in abridged form on a separate folder, under the same 
title, by the School of Library Science, Louisiana State University. 

Short lists of ten-cent books have been printed from time to time in various publications, 
such as the Michigan Library Bulletin, Child Study Association of America’s Selected list of 
books for parents and teachers, Right book for the right child, and mimeographed lists have 
been compiled by the North Carolina Library Commission, Cleveland Public Library, State 
Normal School of Potsdam, New York, and no doubt by other agencies. Titles which have not 
been examined, but are on one of these lists, are included, with the source indicated in italics. ° 

An attempt was made to examine all the possible books of the publishers of ten-cent books, 
i.e., Whitman, Saalfield, Harter, Rand, and McLoughlin, but this aim had to be abandoned be- 
cause of the difficulty of procuring complete lists from the different publishers and of knowing, 
from the large number of titles listed, which would have possible value. Thus the following 
list does not represent a selective list of all ten-cent books published. These books can be 
bought at the ten-cent and chain stores. With resewing or reinforcing, the books should last 
a year of ordinary wear. The National Library Bindery has experimented in this field and 
has put into strong bindings for one city library about two hundred of these books at a cost 
of from twenty to thirty cents. 

In correspondence with the publishers, Whitman wrote that if a specific title was discon- 
tinued by the Woolworth people the company might still have a stock and could supply direct 
from Racine, Wisconsin. Whitman also gtated that they usually carry a “number” for about 
three years before it is dropped. Saalfield wrote that the Woolworth and other stores will 
secure specific titles, particularly if ordered in quantity. Perhaps if Whitman, Saalfield, and 
other publishers knew that there would be a fairly steady demand for certain titles, arrange- 
ments would be made to keep such titles on their lists permanently. Many of the Whitman 
titles have advanced in price to fifteen cents in the new catalog. 

The compiler feels that there are probably many other deserving titles which have not 
heen included because it has not been possible to procure them. It is worth while to watch the 
hook stock of the ten-cent and chain stores for desirable new titles.
